The United States Air Force Academy is now 
a reality with its freshman class of some :100 
cadets already enrolled in its temporary q uar­ 
ters at Lowry Air Force Base in Denver. 
VVTiile the idealistic youth, the pick of the 
nation, are struggling with their text book s on 
the techniq ue of flying and the art of air soldier­ 
ing. the architects and the academy authorities 
were sq uabbling over the sk etches of the chapel 
and other ptTmanent buildings. Those who think 
of the new academy in teims of the brick and 
stone of W’est Point and .Annapolis have no use 
for the present designs in glass and steel while 
some Western Congressmen think of these build­ 
ings as being constructed of “good Colorado red 
stone.” 
The House .Appropriations Committee 
finally cut all funds for construction and told 
the .Academy to “tak e another look .” 
Yet decisions on architectural style must be 
definite if the permanent buildings at Colo­

It is probable that when this argument 
is settled, it will be agreed to use a modified 
contemporary functional style with much metal 
and giasG. 
Such a style would be in k eeping 
with the air age. 
The cadet.s need not be too cuncerned about 
the material con.struction of the buildings, be­ 
cause they can “lift their eyes unto the hills” 
the “purple mounted majesties” and the “Gar­ 
den of the Gods” for their inspiration and not 
have to deptmd ur>on the Halls of Ivy.

For two or three decades now it has been 
fa sh io n a b le fo r self-styled 
liberals to assert that 
they care for human values while their less 
enlightened opponents are concerned only with 
property values. 
This has been regarded as tiie unanswerable 
taunt. 
But it’s not the clear-cut proposition iU 
articulate sponsors seem to believe. 
To li.sten 
to them, one would imagine that liberals care 
for people while conservatives can only snuggle 
up to factories, buildings and real estate in gen­ 
eral. 
In truth — and this would appear to be ob­ 
vious to anyone not trapped in sloganized think ­ 
ing — people usually are richly served by prop­ 
erty values. 
And the man who sees his ta.sk 
as protecting propertied interests is not neces­ 
sarily anti-humanitarian. 
Let’s say, for instance, that a businessman 
temiwrarily sq ueezed by high raw material costs 
feels compelled to deny his work ers a wage 
boost 
If he did grant it and then found he 
could not pass on his increased costs in the 
form of higher prices, he might soon go out of 
business. 
Suppose he were operating a plant worth 25 
million dollars, with a few thousand work ers 
producing generally low-priced household appli­ 
ances of some sort. 
To close would cost thous­ 
ands their jobs and rob millions of consumers 
of a useful product at a price they can afford 
to pay. 
The liberal would say these are stock argu­ 
ments used to cloak the businessman’s harsh 
concern for property at the expense of his work ­ 
ers. Of course there are cases where the charge 
is true 
But there are also many where it is 
not, and the liberal critic mak es no distinction. 
Today this country has thousands of thoroughly 
enlightened businessmen just as alert as any 
.self-pronounced liberal to the human values in 
our society, 
But these men understand that 
humanity is .served in many ways — not all of 
them the obvious, or hand-out method 
We all k now' that Americans enjoy far greater 
economic well-lieing than most others in the 
world. 
It’s too bad one can't measure exactly 
how much the economic enterpnse.s and the 
vocal liberals, respectively, have contributed to 
this achievement. 
One does not have to be very bold to guess

This is especially true if a farm er 
doesn’t have the machinery or 
labor available to do the harvest­ 
ing job and does have some hogs 
on hand. 
Several advantages in hogging 
down corn are: First, there is no 
pick ing, hauling, or cribbing re­ 
quired when the corn is being har­ 
vested. Again, there is no scooping 
or hauling when the corn Is being 
fed. 
Second, 
while 
harvesting 
t he 
corn, the 
hogs 
will 
.spread the 
m anure and col>s. This will cut 
down 
on fertilizer 
requirements 
for 
crops following corn 
since 
much of the plant food in the corn 
will be returned to the soil.

First thing to do is to plan a 
complete water managem ent sy« - 
tem. Your county agent will be 
glad to help you with this. 
Then you will probably want 
to 
get started on your terrace out­ 
lets as they are the back bone of 
a terrace system. After you have 
decided on the location of the out­ 
let, fertilie the outlet according to 
soil test. Plow the fertilizer under 
and then work up a good seed­ 
bed. Of course, the outlet will have 
to be leveled and its construction 
details will depend on how much 
water it’s going to have to carry. 
Seed about 60 pounds to an acre 
of a mixture of timothy, red top, 
bluegrass and fescue. 
Getting a good stand of grass 
in the outlet is extremely im por­ 
tant because it will have a big job 
to do in carrying away the water. 
Then in probably about 50 per 
cent of the cases, some type of 
earth saving dam will be needed 
at the end of the terrace outlet. 
Again, more information on these 
can be obtained at the county ex­ 
tension office. 
During the past dry years, many 
farm ers in Missouri have seen how 
beneficial a pond can be. And now 
is a good time to build one. 
To 
promote 
soil con.servation 
practices, the ASC will help share 
some of 
the 
con.struction costs. 
I’here Is an especially good chance 
your local .ASC office can help with 
construction costs this Fall as ex­ 
tra funds are available. Be sure 
to check With the ASC before start­ 
ing construction work .
